The slanderous, lying, boughten press should now be satisfied,' 


sine:. ;t accomplished the purpose it set out to do, namely, bring 
iliont assassination. t Not having b£en contented with the assassi- 
nation of men's characters, they have resorted to the barbarous 
methods of removing from their sphere of action and usefulness 
the men whose duty and sense of right impel them to oppose the 
nefarious schemes "of rich criminals. 
The noisy portion of the 


public has tried to create the impression for some months that the 
prosecuton should be stopped as it was injuring business. 
The 


great mass of the people, however, upon every opportunity they 
have had to speak through the ballot, have stood squarely for the 
continuance of the' graft- prosecution. 


1 am optimistic enough to believe that it will always be so 


in any community, however far it.may 'drift from the higher ideals 
that should be found in civic life, in city, state and nation. 


The great m&ss of the'people stand for civic decency, common 


hono8t-v~in~public and-private affairs, and though they may be 
mislead for a time yet they are inherently honest and in the long 
run will uphold the right and condemn the wrong. 


I do not think it would be proper or opportune to express an 


opinion as to the effect this attempted assassination will have upon 
the graft prosecution, as I feel that the loss of the life of a man 
like Hcncy would make any soccess far too costly. However, the 
graft prosecutJbn will go on. 
Neither kidnaping, bribery, dyna- 


miting nor assassiiiatimrwTir-paralyze the arm of the law. The 
law must be.enforced,-the prosecution must be carried to a suc- 
cessful termination or anarchy must be admitted to hold sway

The cause of good government has received a severe shock by

the little corner business office of the O. McHcnry Meat company, 
lit I and Fresno streets, when informed nf the attempted assassin- 
ation of Assistant District Attorney Francis J. Heney. 
He had 


just returned from an automobile journey to the abattoirs of the 
company in the Mnntpclicr tract with Manager F. H. -Mann of the 


' company, and accompanied by his brother-in-law.

clerk in the district attorney's office, 
Directly in front of him was James L, Gallagher,,

table and was standing at his left elbow waiting for an opportunity to speak to him, when a 
small man, neatly attired, approached the assistant district attorney from behind in quick 
steps'; but with deliberation,

threw him to the floor and wrested the weapon from his grasp,

first words were: "Send for my wife," 


Calls Wound Fatal. 


Dr, H, A, Fincks, who was in the court room at the time, rushed to 
Mr, 
Heney s 


side, made a hastv examination and pronounced him fatally wounded. Mr, Heney was per- 
fectly composed, the peculiar smile for which he is known, was still hovering around his 
iips, He evidently also believed that he was fatally hurt, Turning "his eyes to Mr, John 
O'Gara, his assistant in the trial, he said: "I want to make a dying statement, I believe I 
am going to die, I was sitting at my table when I felt what 1 thought was a blow, I do not 
know who shot me, I was doing nothing to anyone, • 


Ruef and his two attorneys, who were out on the sidewalk, were startled by the re- 


port and started for the courtroom, but were forced down the steps by the crowd rushing
